CHAPTER LX.
LEGALIZING AN INDEPENDENT DISTRICT IN POLE COUNTY.

AN ACT to Legalize the Organization of the Independent School-Dis-
trict of Altoona, county of Polk,

Wuereas, The independent school-district of Altoona was
formed from posts |parts] of the two townships Beaver and Dela-
ware of said county of P’olk; and

‘Wuereas, The board of directors of Beaver township did, on
the 26th day of May, A.D. 1873, in accordance with the results of
an election held by the then contemplated independent school-
district of’ Altoona, declare the said district to be an independent
school-district, and did declare and establish the boundaries
thereof ;

‘Wurreas, Said districtdid proceed to erect, build, and complete
a school-house, did issue bonds, did eause a school to be kept in
said school-house, did levy taxes for school purposes; and

WaEeRrEAas, Doubts have arisen as to the legality of the organ-
ization ot said independent school-district of Altoona:

SectoN 1. Zherefore, Be it enacted by the General Assembly
of the State of lowa, That said independent school-district of
Altoona, county of Polk, Iowa, be and the same is hereby declared
to be fully and legally organized and incorporated, with the
boundaries as established by said directors ot Beaver township
the same as though all the provisions of the statute regulating
the organization of independent school-districts had been
fully complied with, and the said district is hereby declared to
have all the powers, rights, and privileges that would have be-
longed to said district if the same had been legally organized on
the 26th day of May, A. D. 1873,
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Sec. 2. The act being deemed of immediate importance shall Publication
take effect from and after the date of its publication in the Des "5
Moines Register and State Leader: Provided, Such publication
shall be without expeuse to the state.

same upon condition, however, that said lots and streets are used
for an observatory, to be under the control and management of observatory.
